EE the Gentlemen, Miniſters and Free- holders of the County of Northamptozi 
/ humbly conceiving thar the firſt Force puc upon the Parliament hath been an 
 Y' Y Encouragement to open.the way to all thereſt ; and firdding that your Excel. 
lencie under God hath been the principal means for the repairing of the [aſt Interruption 
are the more encouraged, and (having the conveniency of your preſence now amongſt us) 
ro deſire your aſſiſtance in che procuring theſe our juſt Deſires, as the viſible means of a hap. 
py Peace and Settlement of theſe Nations. 


I. That whereas every free-born Subje& of England .is ſuppoſed to be preſent in Parlia: 
ment by the Op. 41 and PO of the place where he liveth, and thereby is preſumed 
to conſent to all things thar pals in Parliament; So it is now, that there is not one Knight 
for all the Counties in Wales, nor for divers Counties in England, and ſome of them thi lar. 
geſt in England, as that of York-ſhire. 


 1I. That no free-born Subje& of England may have any Taxes levied upon him, with« 
out his confent in Parliament. ; 


III. To that End, that all vacant places may be ſupplied, whether they became vacant 
by Death, or Secluton; and that thoſe that were ſecluded by force in the year 1648. may 
ſit again; and that.no previous Oath or Engagement may be pur upon any that is choſen 
hy hie Qonnrrevto ſit and Vote freely in Parliameat. if 
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1 Y. _ That the Fundamental Laws of England, the Priviledges of Parliament, the Liberty 
of the Subje&t, and the Property of Goolk, miay be aſſerted and defended; actording to 
the firſt Declarations of the Patliament, when they utidertook the War. 


V. Thartthetrue Proteſtant Religion ray be profeſſed and defended, all Hereſies,SeRs 
and Schiſmes diſcountenanced and ſuppreſſed, a lawtull ſucceſſion of Godly and Able Mi- 
niſters continued and ericouraged, and the two-Univerficies, and all Colledges in both of 
them, miay be preſerved and countenanced. 


VI. Thirallthe Souldiery that will acquieſce irithe Judgnient of a free and full Par- 
liament, in the promoting and ſerling a happy Peace upon ttioſe Foundations, may have 
their Arrears paid, andas many of them as the Patliament ſhall chink neceilary, may be 
continued in the publick Service; and that as many of chent as have been Purchaſers of 
Lands from the Parliament,may either enjoy their Bargains,ot their Motiey paid back with 
Intereſt, and ſome conſiderable Adyantage over and above, for their ſatisfattions; as the Par-+ 
liament ſhall judge expedient for the publick good of the Nition.
